Hold Suspect Prisoner for Days 


in Office of News- 


paper. 


Police of Paris to .Prosecute 
« 
Men Who Imprisoned 


"Traitor." 


PARIS, Aug. 26.—A search made yes- 


terday at the offices o£ the revolutionary 
paper La Guerre Sociale was followed laat 
evening by domiciliary visits ol eleven 
commissaries of polloa at the homes of 
different members of the staff of the pa- 
per, -who are to be prosecuted for having 
usurped tno functions of the Judicial au- 
thorities. 


Tho accused constituted themselves a 


tribunal, and arrested and sequestrated 
for twenty-four hours three members of 
a party -whom they accused of being in 
communication, 
-with 
the 
police. 
The 


"traitors" aid not allege any complaints 
against their "judges," but the wife of 
one of them Informed the police of the 
arbitrary conduct of the 
revolutionary 


tribunal. This latter had caused the wo- 
man's apartments to be searched for com- 
promising documents. 


One of the. three "arrested traitors," 


Bled, related that one day he was told to 
call at once at the offices of the Guerre. 
There one of his comrades seized him 
and pushed him into a. room where the 
members of tho revolutionary tribunal 
were seated. One of the "Judges" ques- 
tioned him.- As he protested his inno- 
cence, a body of young "revolutionary 
guards" entered and pointed revolvers at 
him. His pockets were searched. During 
the proceedings t\vo "guards" went to 
his flat and searched for documents. 


Bled says he was maltreated and threat- 


ened with death, in the hope that he 
would confess , he was guilty. For two 
days he -was under arrest and spent the. 


.time locked in a room at the newspaper 


office, known as the prison of the Guerre 
Sociale. 


MAY -FORIH-ALLI AN'CE. 


While- <so much Is being said about the 


Belgian and Dutch defensive alliance in 
the event of a European war, it is Inter- 
esting to record tlie warm welcome ex- 
tended to Queen "Wilhelmina and Prince 
Henry on their arrival in Brussels, on a 
two days' visit to the Belgian court. 


The Dutch royal party were met on the 


platform by King Albert, Queen Elizabeth 
and many officials. X>uring their progress 
through the streets, the royal party was 
greeted most 'heartCy by the populace. 
The diplomatic corps was received at the 
palace this afternoon, and tonight there 
is a state banxiuet. 


The visit hfea tha appearance of being 


more than a mere courtesy, owing to -the 
strained state of international relations.' 
Originally the visit was intended to re- 
turn that made last year by the Belgian 
sovere'gns, after thedr accession. 
Since 


then, there has been much friction re- 
garding the Fhishlng defense bill, which 
Indeed well-nigh caused the biil to be 
abandoned. 


That friction has now been removed, 


Belgium and Holland feel that, despite 
wide differences of temperament, under 
the threat of a European struggle, which 
•would unavoidably cause the violation of 
their frontiers, they must find a way to 
unite their forces, so as to act together 
In case of emergency. The present visit 
may, therefore, give new vigor to the 
entente scheme which the kaiser almost 
vetoed when It was first mentioned. 


CHASE MURDERER. 


An exciting chase after a murderer, 


across a spur of the Mont Blanc range 
took place, and the fugitive was finally 
arrested and handcuffed at a height of 
7700 feet by gendarmes and Alpinists. 


Three young Italian workmen were re- 


pairing the Alpine hut at Rogalrey, near 
the summit of the Toumette, a mountain 
near Genex-a, when two of them, named 
Dlelcemlno and Guelpa, quarreled. 
The 


former drew a knife and stabbed his com- 
panion, who died almost Immediately. 


Dfelcemlno then fled across the moun- 


tains In the direction of the Swiss fron- 
tier, with the object of reaching Geneva. 
Two Alpinists, who had witnessed the 
murder, abandoned their excursion and 
hastened down to Thonss to inform the 
police. Two gendarmes thereupon started 
in pursuit of the murderer, accompanied 
by the AhMnlsts. 


Meanwhile. Die'lcemino had descended 


the Tournotte, 'and, after crossing the 
valley, began the ascent of the more dif- 
ficult Col de Montremont. Owing to tha 
great heat, the pursuers were at a disad- 
vantage, for the fugitive proved an expert 
climber. 
Moreover, ho left the ordinary 


paths and. risked his life among precipices 
in order to gain on his pursuers. 


Finally the murderer showed signs of 


exhaustion, and he sat down on a rock 
to rest. Tho gendarmes drew their re- 
volvers when they came within range, and 
threatened to shoot him unless he sur- 
rendered. Thereupon Dielcemino allowed 
himself to be handcuffed 
and

BELIEVES ARMY AIRSHIP 


HAS BEEN OVERRATED 


Lieut. Conneanf Famous as Aviator, Sneers 


af "Cafe Scientists" of French 


Republic 


(By PAUL VILU1ERS.) 


PAHIS, Aug. 26.—Lieutenant Connean, 


naval officer who is famous as an aviator, 
thinks airships are greatly overrated as 
Implements of warfare. 
The men who 
talk most on the subject, he says, know 
very little about war. or airships. He has 
characterized them as "cafe scientists." 
In. a recent interview on the subject, he 
said: 
"Much nonsense has been talked 


about- tills question. We -must first get 
rid of the Idea of the aeroplane as a 
weapon of offense. 
From the height at 


which an aeroplane must -keep, in order 
to be out of range It Is impossible to drop 
a bomb on the-target aimed . at, even if i 
this were a battleship of the largest size.' 
One> might, perhaps, attempt night at- 
tacks, but then the great difficulty for the 
aeroplane, as for the submarine, is to dis- 
cover the enemy. 


"The only possible use for the aero- 


plane is that of scout. The monoplane of 
today can fly over the sea, where eddies 
are rare, even in 'very fresh' winds. 
It 


is objected that it cannot take up a pas- 
senger; but for the information, inevitably 
very simple, which a scouting vessel has 
to collect—the position and number of the 
enemy's ships—is It really necessary to 
have an observer as well as a. pilot? In 
my opinion it is quite* necessary. 


"The aeroplane will naturally have to 


bo carried on board a ship specially ar- 
ranged for it. 
There Is . nothing very 


complicated about that, and a platform 
can easily be fixed on tho. deck of a 
cruiser, or ''better still, on' a liner, suffi- 
cient to allow the airman .to start a-nd 
alight 


CAPTIVE BALLOON. 


"As for Its employment, I conceive that 


tho aeroplane .should be a sort of captive 
balloon—or, more precisely, a periscope. 
There can be no question, except in1 case 
of emergency, of sending the airman a 
hundred miles ahead. 
If anything goes 


wrong, that is the end of the airman—e 
discouraging prospect and, besides, a. use- 
less risk. When it is desired, to explore 
the horizon, the airman will simply have 
to rise as high as possible almost on the 
spot—that is to say, without going more 
that four or five miles from his ship. If 
he perceives smoke or a. vessel which it is 
desirable to reconnoiter, the ship, after 
having taken the airman back on board, 
will resume her course In the indicated 
direction. When a suitable distance has 
been traversed a fresh ascent will be 
made, and freah 
observations 'will be 


transmitted by wireless telegraphy. 
If 


by chance something goes wrong, if the 
airman fails Into the . water, one has 
merely to go and pick him up with his 
machine as one picks up a, target. There 
Is nothing Utopian in this; It is all per- 
fectly simple."

Visitors to Hardelot, a new watering- 


place near Boulogne, are being enter- 
tained by M. Bleriot, the famous airman, 
who has a chalet there, and -who sails 
along the level, sands aboard his new 
"aeroplage" which can carry his whole 
family. 'The "aeroplage" is a machine 
made up of a framework mounted on 
three pneumatic wheels, two of which are 
in front, but instead of having an engine 
It carries a sail similar to the "-mainsail of- 
a yacht. It Is guided by the rear wheel; 
by means of similar steering gear to that 
of a motor. 


Mme. Bleriot and her children frequent- 


ly voyage over the sands, .which stretch 
for twenty miles without any obstacles, 
not even, a rivulet. The sands are one- 
third _of a mile wide and form a wonder- 
ful natural 
flying ground, where M. 


Bleriot tries all his new machines. For 
the "aeroplage," they are Ideal. When 
the tide recedes they become so solid that 
the wheels of the strange craft make 
scarcely any mark upon them. M. Bleriot 
made the machine simply to amuse him- 
self and.Jiis wife and children, M. Cazln, 
a friend of his assisting him. In a high 
wind M. Bleriot has attained sixty miles 
an hour with it.

Brooch Picked Up at Corona- 


tion Given Detective, Who 


Never Reported. 


LONDON, Aug. 26. — Particulars havft 


just leaked out of an extraordinary, police 
scandal in connection with the coronation 
ceremonies at "Westminster Abbey. 


In official- circles the utmost reticence, 


is shown -In 'regard to the matter, but It 
appears that immediately .after the cere- 
mony at the abbey a lady picked up a 
diamond brooch worth about $7600 and 
handed it to one of the gold stlcks-in- 
waitlrig-. 
: 


The latter, a. well-known army officer, 


after an unsuccessful endeavor to find 
the lost property office at the 
abbey, 


handed the brooch to a police. constable 
In uniform with a request that he would 
hand it over to his superiors with a 
view to its restoration to the owner. 


Some days later, curious to know to 


whom the brooch belonged, he applied 
at Cannon row police station, and was ' 
surprised to find that the jewel had not 
been handed In. 


Superintendent Wells was Informed of 


the serious nature of such a complaint, 
and the whole of the constables on duty 
In 
abbey—50 In number— who had been 
selected, not only on account of their 
good service, but of their stature, 
were 
requested to make out a special report 
on the matter. . 
This was done, but all denied 
aay 
knowledge of the brooch In question. 
In consequence all the men were pa- 
raded 'at Cannon Row station, and the 
army officer was present.

pened is not definitely stated, but thera 
are suggestions that OB three occasinM.

is Dr. Emma Reba Moseiey Bailey, tlw 
first woman in the world to achieve tha 
degree of D. C. L,. Dr. Bailey is not 
much of a society woman, but the only 
reason is that she prefers to devote hei 
time to more serious things than frivolous 
social functions. 


She comes of a fine Georgia family, 


but for many years lived In Washington. 


She is an enthusiastic suffragist and 


is now engaged in two campaigns to ex- 
tend the rights of woman. She ip to se- 
cure, i-ecognitlon of tha' fact that under 
the Constitution women already have the .: 
right to vote, all that Is necessary is an 
execution order protecting them in tha . 
right. The other is to have her native 
State, Georgia, pass a law giving to wo- 
men the right to practice law before . 
her courts. Dr. Bailey- received the de- 
gree of LL.B. and LTj.lI. from the Wash- 
ington College of Law and the degrees 
of LL. M. and D, C. L. from the old 
Columbian College, now - George. Wash- 
ington University. Mrs. Bailey is also 
due the degree of Master of Diplomacy, 
but as tho honor has never been bestowed 
upon a woman, the university refuses at ' 
present to grarit it. But Dr. Bailey -will 
fight, she says, until she gets it. The 
lawyer is very persevering, and says 
many persons declare that she is suffer- 
ing- from a serious case of exaggerated 
, 


ego. but Dr. Bailey laughingly replies 
that the only way to get what you want 
is to ask for it. She is a member of the 
District Court of Appeals bar, and hopes 
soon to be admitted to the bar of Geor- 
gia.

Residents of Waterside 'Colony Live in Houseboats 


One 
of INTew York's queerest colonies 


dwells on' the barren sand waste across 
the bay from 
Sea Gate, Coney Island. 


The inhabitants arc sheltered from' the 
•winter winds and drifts of sand by shacks 
and houseboats fahly buried in- the sand, 
fn 
fact it is a dally task for them to 


Bhovel their way through hills of sand 
piled high in front of their doors. 


For a number of years this land, oft 


Harway avenue, facing Gravesend 
Bay 


and known, as the Harvey 
estate, has 


been a place of interest to the passing 
visitor. A long beach of clean white sand 
stretches from Harway avenue to the bay 
In a direction parallel to the 
Atlantic 


ocean. Thero is an oasis on this minia- 
ture desert, a green spot In the sand to 
the east, with here and there a tree or 
& clump of bushes, long grass and a well 
which furnishes cool drinking water. 


In .the summer it is called Camp City 


and Is decked with tents. The people who 
occupy these temporary 
quarters move 


from the crowded districts in search of 
outdoor life, plenty of fresh air, bathing-, 
boating and sea food. Then men of the 
family work In the city and then go home 
to the camp in the evening. 


In the fall these signs of summer' grad- 


Tially disappear, 
and 
when the winter 


winds carry the fine sand in gusts, cut- 
ting the face like so many hailstones, 
Camp City is no more than a few scat- 
tered home-made shacks, most of which 
arc drifted over so that they are hardly 
visible. 
The 
sand continually, leaks In 


through the roofs and windows and drifts 
against the doors like a. blizzard. The in- 
habitants that remain through the winter 
are a hardy lot, well used to all weather 
and hardships. They make their living 
lobstering. crabbing-, fishing and working 
on or about bonts. 
This estate has been in the courts for: 


years. It was formerly a narrow, long 
sandy .beach washed by quite a high tide 
at times; 
then again It would become 


shallow and the neighbors dug for clams. 
A houseboat drifted in there, and those 
That it contained decided to stay til! they 
were requested to move. Soon others fol- 


< lowed tho example and old, time-worn 
>*U£b.oats or other- craft unfit for~ service 


were purchased and turned into homes. 
These old scows were, half on land and 
half in the water.- Some of the oldest 
-leaked and -were propped up, above .water 
high and dry. .It was a handy place-for: 
these people to live, for their work was 
mostly on water. They were always ready 
with rowboats and motorboats for an im- 
mediate departure for the "Jersey coast 
or Staten Island. 


There were others who.were not quite 


so fortunate as -to .be. able to 
procure 


old boats, so they built little wooden bun- 
galows. 
As driftwood was plentiful- on 


the beach, boards .arid beams were• not 
lacking, and a few hails, only -were neces- 
sary to hitch tliem together. With these 
materials .at hand some one started to 
build a shack, but 
agents, .of the law 


stopped him when it was about half done. 
It .is no.t legal to build without a .permit, 
and' how could he get- one when he didn't 
own the land? Discouraged'but not dis- 
heartened he put a large tent over the 
half finished structure. 
This was lawful 


and he renewed his former operations, 
only under cdver. • He soon finished his 
little hut and removed to the .tent that 
surrounded it. There .to the surprise of 
every one was the first shanty built on 
the grounds.; This he used as a, kitchen 
and dining room and soon had annexed 
a. couple of bedrooms and a -parlor by the 
use of this same tent. 
Others imitated 


his example. .In time a -little colony, of 
squatters were.in command on this' beach 
and enjoying life. 


One fine morning the squatters awoke 


to find something unusual going- on. The 
beach was astir with worklngmen with 
.orders to fill in a part of the bay. Th|ey, 
were building a bulkhead of timber and 
logs far out close to the sand'bar. Sur- 
veyors were measuring 
oft the ground. 


Then a dredging machine was sighted off 
Sea Gate and lastly 
all got -notice to 


move. The people were highly indignant 
and did not heed. They considered them- 
selves masters of the situation, having 
lived there so long, and ignored the or- 
der completely, while the workmen went 
on with their routine of filling in the bav. 


In a.few days it was impossible for the 
houseboats to get away. They were sand- 
ed in. Already, tha huge dredge, jfas Jn 


operation sucking .sand from the depths 
of tho channel. 
This -sand was forced 


through long pipes which stretched out 
in every- direction'within the bulkhead, 
and sand was . heaped high - where it had 
never been before.. Very soon houseboats 
a.na huts--alike were all filled in and wa- 
ter from this part...qf the bay vanished. 
Most of these, inhabitants .were in'course 
of,'-time buried in the sand.. "When that 
part of .the bay 'together-with the long 
slanting beach had been 
levelled even 


with .the top'of the.bulkhead, about two 
.years ago,the-work ceased,-the workmen 
went /away: and the.. inhabitants w.e're Jef t 
in'peace to "shovel''their houses out "as 
best they knew how. Since: that time the 
people of this little colony have lived on 
serenely without molestation. 


Old Bob, "one of. the leaders of this ec- 


;centric village, lived as ..a hermit-secluded 
in ,a great time-worn canalb.oat. iHe had 
a small Income and was occasionally vis- 
ited, by his only daughter. His* massive 
boat was afloat In Gravesend Bay be'fore 


the dredge arrived and distributed'sand 
far and near. A long cable secured to an 
old tree far up on'the beach served as an 
anchor. The boat 'held fast till' a storm 
headed its way, then the cable broke and 
the boat rocked and swayed, drifted out 
to sea and back again. ' Bob was on board 
.and'never knew where • he would blow 
next. 
• 


' He was helpless and when a sort of gale 
picked up his craft and pitched it into 
some property along the waterfront, do- 
Ing considerable damage, Bob was pitied. 
.The old tub- was- finally -cast.-up on ^the 
muddy creek, where it. remains to this 
day;- This part of the. creek-has vanished 
from view together .with -.the canalboat. 
A stranger looking out across this sand 
waste sights a queer object. It's Old Bob 
digging .and .sweeping, clearing :the deck 
of the.L submerged boat. .HeBlowers him- 
"self into the hold'aiid 'shuts the hatchway 
overhead. . He is often imprisoned and 
depends, upon his friends to come to the 
rescue.

"Sportsman" of Decemher 22, 1SS6, en- 
larging upon the achievement in 
the 


most glowing terms. 
Nowadays such a'break is well within 


the1 capabilities of any good 
amateur, 


While runs of two, three and four cen- 
turies are almost' every-day occurrences 
amongst professionals.. In fact, the pres- 
ent champion, .H. W. Stevenson, during 
last season 
performed 
the astounding 


feat of scoring no fewer than 1000 breaks 
of over 100 .each, while during, this time 
he totalled the enormous aggregate of 
300,000 points. 
~ The record breaks of the 


most prominent players of the day are: 
Dawson, S23; John Roberts, 821; Steven- 
son, 802, and when it is remembered that 
these have been made on difficult stand- 
ard tables, £nd 
with the 
spot-stroke 


barred, the magnitude of these achieve- 
ments will be apparent. 


TOM REECE'S GREAT BREAK. 


The most remarkable feat that has ever 


been performed on . a billiard table is 
undoubtedly the gigantic break of close 
upon half a million (499,135, to be exact)

Messrs. Burroughes and''~Wattk' saloon 
in 1907,. by-the aid. of. the ."Anchor" 
stroke. .Hour after hour and day after 
day for a whole fortnight'did Reece con- 
tinue to play this marvellously delicate 
stroke without .once losing position, and 
when one considers the tremendous strain 
it must have been upon his nerve force, 
and the undivided attention it 'demanded 
over such a, protracted 
period, - surely 


this If anything is worthy of being re- 
garded \as the feat 
of 'x. wizard. 'The 


slightest 
lapse 
of thought, 
the most 


minute nervous tremor, and disaster was 
bound to result; but never once did the 
player falter, and .evSh at the conclusion 
of the match left this truly " mammoth 
break unfinished. . 


"When, in the earlier billiard days. Win-' 


gaud first, introduced 
the screw-stroke, 


the marvelous appearance of the white 
ball recoiling upon him after "striking the 
red caused the 
greatest 
consternation 


amongst the spectators.- Another player 
who afterwards caused "a profound sen- 
sation with his marvelous screw-strokes 
was Carr, who subsequently did a flour- 
ishing business with what he termed his 
"magic chalk."

present-day 


wizards of the "board of green cloth" 
are De . Kuyper and Fred ..WeUjS. 
The 


latter has performed some .truly1' wonder- 
ful strokes, the most astonishing of which 
U one conS»i»SCd .with the aid,"of a. num- 


ber .of ordinary 
wine glasses. 
These 


glasses he places about the table 
in 


pairs, in such a way that there is-only 
Just room for. a ball to pass 
between 


them. He will then play from baulk on 
to a side cushion, and from thence cause 
his ball to run accurately between several 
of these pairs of glasses, and, finally, 
cannon on to two other balls situated 
near the bottom cushion. 


BALANCING BILLIARD BALLS. 


The most remarkable feat of De Kuy- 


pcr, and one which no player would be- 
lieve possible unless he know positively 
that it had been done, is performed in 
conjunction with a spare cue which is 
laid full length along the central line of 
the table, its point reaching to some- 
where In the vicinity" of the pyramid spot. 
About 10 inches to the right of this cue, 
and near Its lower end, are placed two 


balls at a distance of about -threu ineher. 
apart. The performer then plays another 
ball from the left side of the cue, and 
sends it up the table In sucm a way that 
by a powerful application of screw itf 
onward direction is arrested soon after 
It reaches-the .end 
of the 
spare cue, 


around which It runs to return down th« 
table' and cannon on to the two balls. 


Anyone who has tried to balance one 


billiard ball on the top of .'another on 
the. table will know how difficult a tasl? 
this is, and yet Cinquevalli, the famoul 
music-hall performer,, balances, not twii 
but three balls on each -other,' and nof 
on the table, but actually, on the point 
of a cue.

As it la undoubtedly a fact, whether

make-up is now a rapidly increasing art 
and practiced among American women, 
at least In the larger cities. 


It Is a matter of curious record In 


public print thai at a play recently pro- 
duced in New York—a play 
painting 


Inost harrowing1 
emotions—a specially 


engaged maid in the women's cloakroom 
helped; the overwrought women In the 
audience to repair tho ravages of tears- 
nnd strong feelings upon their delicate- 
ly wrought faces. ' The room was crowd- 
ed at the end of each performance with 
tvomen who could not have appeared 
• upon 
tho 
street, with their furrowed, 


etreaked complexions. 


The original make-up was a mask. 
This covering, as a means of altering 
or disguising the human face, was con- 
ceived by primitive man long years be- 
fore the use of paints and cosmetics for 
the same purpose were devised. By sav- 
pge people masks were first used, not 
for the purpose of adding to the beauty 
of tho- wearer, but for tha frightening 
away of demons or In religious rites. 
Tn war times they were also extensively 
hsed by warriors. Another use to which 
they were put was In covering -the faces 
of the dead. 


USE-OF -MASKS. 


The use of masks in tho drama of 


the ancients probably originated in the 
harvest festivities of the most ancient 
Gretk peasantry. Subsequently they ap- 
pear to have been associated with the 
representation of .Satyro. Silermo 
and 


Bacchus -in the" orgies of the god of 
wine. The Greek tragedy -was undoubt- 
edly an outgrowth, of their masks. . For 
co'medy purposes the mask was -not used 
in the drama by . the Greeks- for some 
years after It was first employed in 
tragedy. 


Gradually regular types of _masks..w.ere" 


developed by the players expressive of 
fixed

paints, theatrical make-up was, .to say 
the least, naive. 
Little 
black crayons 


In tubes, called "Crayon d'ltalle," were 
used to underline the eyelids and darken 
brows and lashes. 
Besides this, pre- 
pared chalk, carmine and rouge, were 
more, or less casually applied.; To imi- 
tate a stubble beard, rough brown' wrap- 
ping paper was burned and the ashes 
rubbed on chin and cheeks. 
A black- 


ened - hairpin or needle, or the charred 
end of a match, was used 
to 
make' 


wrinkles. Bears and mustaches of dif- 
ferent shades of wool were stuck on 
either with ;fish lime or a solution- of 
shellac. The lights in the theater were 
very dim.

COLD 'CREAM FIRST. 


A theatrical make up usually consists 


of a coating first of cold cream. 
After 


this comes the blending. of the founda- 
tion, either grease paint of a very light 
shade or a mixture of cream and powder. 
The cheeks .are then rouged —• always 
with a hare's foot, as a chamois 
or 
sponge Is apt to streak and the eyebrows 
and: lashes darkened. 
Tinting the lips follows, and this is 
done with • some judgment in- following- 
the natural lines. 
If the mouth Is too 
large, however, the foundation color on 
the cheeks Is carried beyond the corners 
of the mouth. 
Often a faint touch of 
rouge Is added to the tips oS the ears as 
well, after which the: face Is powdered 
over with a blending brush working from 
the middle of the forehead to either side 
down the cheeks, and from the nose 
downward toward the chin and neck. 
1 In addition, features, are 
added' and 


1 subtracted with a-marvelous celerity "by 
the present day actor. 
Snub noses are 
],cleverly built >up into Greek or Roman 
j shapes; a line placed just right produces 
I or disguises a hollow, high cheek bones 
or a too ^forceful chin are eliminated by 
an expert touch of powder. 


Comedians with sharp faces build up 
their cheeks for parts requiring a full 
face. 
This is done by layers of cotton 
wadding 
of 
diminishing sizes 
stuck 
against the cheeks and afterward colored 
with' grease paints. 
One Inevitable re- 
sult of this is to make any.sort of ex- 
pression Impossible — the face is prac- 
tically a mask. 
Away from the footlights. 
A much lighter make up is used by 


I the actress for street or restaurant — a 
J coating first of liquid powder applied 
J with a silk sponge. After this dry roug«.

is applied and 
blended, and darkening 
touches to the eyebrows and lashes. ThU 


i lighter make up, also with all sorts'of 
variations, is used by the non-profession- 
al. The liquid powder Is used also upoa 
neck and arms, coated very thinly, lest 
it crack or peel or produce a streaked 
appearance. 
After this, powder may be applied it 
desired.

At a recent annual meeting of tho Na- 
tional Association of. Theatrical Produc- 
ing. Managers at the Hotel Astor the .at- 
titude of the Musicians' Union and the 
question of play piracy, both afforded 
plenty of grounds for a-'llvely meeting. 
The American Federation of Musicians 
after their convention demanded an in- 
crease of expenses amounting to ?4 a 
week,, .-while, .on the road, as well 
as 
sleepers on- trains: 
The association de- 
cided to fight these propositions. - 
The inventor of a unit orchestra, con- 
sisting of from, seven to 60 pieces, 
; all 
operated by. one man . was present 'at 
tho meeting of the National Association 
of Theatrical Producers, and 
explained 
the merits of his' device, which simply 
means the doing, away with orchestras 
in theaters. 
"A committee consisting Of Henry W. 
Savage, Lee Shubert, Andreas 
Dippel, 
Milton Aborn 'and-Lew Fields was ap- 
pointed to Investigate the mono-orchestra 
and -report on it- at a special meeting." 
The .inventor offered to install an in- 
strument in any theater, that Its practi- 
cability might: be demonstrated 
and a 
nobtable New York manager offered his 
playhouse. .

. 
"The unit-orchestra-will be installed 
there and ' in readiness for operation by 
September 15." * * * - 


The president's annual report told the 
association what it had 
accomplished 
during the year. Among the things en- 
umerated were these: 
Piracy—Over 30 indictments for 
play 
piracy. 
The first indictments in the his- 
tory of play protection hava been obtain- 
ed . by this association. 
Conviction has 
been secured 'in every, case so far tried. 
Legislation—The association,'has partici- 
pated in legislative fights in 21 States 
and defeated legislation antagonistic to 
theatrical Interests in 10 States losing in 
•only two States. 
The legislation 
in- 
volved prohibition of children from 
the 
stage, censorship at plays, licensing of 
Individual theatrical performances as cir- 
cuses are licensed, and similar laws. 
Copyright laws — The association had 
secured in -both England and 
Canada 
amendments 'to the newly 
Introduced 
copyright bills, giving real protection to 
plays. 
Neither of these bills embraced 
such protection until the general' coun- 
sel of the association personally confer- 
red with the governmental heads in each 
country. 
The Canadian bill would 
al- 
ready have been enacted but for the re- 
ciprocity election. 
Both bills should be 
in force' within the next two or three 
months. 


Moving pictures — This association had 
been able to protect plays from moving 
picture pirates. 
Every piracy reported 


has heen suppressed and-films amounting 
In value to over ?20,000 have been seized. 
The film companies are rapidly running 
out of material for their scenarios' and 
but Zor our organization plays would be 
generally pirated by outlaw .moving pic- 
ture concerns. 
General complaints — The association 
has handled numerous complaints, 
has 
settled one threatened strike of theatri- 
cal'employes;'and adjusted several labor 
disputes. It has handled over 1000 com- 
plaints covering breach 
of 
contracts, 
grafting- and general matters. 
* . * " 
John W. Consldine has entered into a* 
deal with Marcus Loew affecting a book- 
ing consolidation of the Sullivan 
and 
Consldine interests and the Loew enter- 
prises. The agreement ,affects 178 thea- 
ters. 
It is the largest consolidation 
ever 
brought about. 
The contract covers territorial rights 
for the 'two circuits, the Loew interests 
agreeing not to run theaters further west 
than Cincinnati, while the eastern boundr 
ary of the Sullivan & Considlne interests 
will be Chicago. 
The new arangements make it possible 
to give continuous work to the performer 
for three years.

The combination, will divide 
popular 
priced 
vaudeville 
theaters 
Into 
two 
classes —. those booked by 
the Loew- 
Sulllvan & Considine office and 
those 
booking through other agencies.

William A. Brady in discussing 
tha 
English theatrical situation 
recently 
said : 
"The whole English dramatic structure 
seems to be going to pieces. The musical 
plays are made up almost exclusively 
of numbers and scenes and even dialogue 
stolen bodily from our American suc- 
cesses. 
This, I presume, accounts for 
the failure of some of these works when 
theyr are transplanted to America, 
for 
there. is little left after the matter Is 
out out that already has served its .use- 
fulness with us. 
f "Some of our own managers are to an 
extent responsible fc? afairs in 
Eng- 
land. 
A number of 'years ago some of 
our most prominent producers extended 
their field to London. 
This caused a 
competition previously unheard of for the 
services of English actors and a crrres- 
ponding advance in their- salaries. 
The 
wage scale increased at least 100 per 
cent. 
"At present the English activities of 
some of our managers have been curtail- 
ed, presumably owing to the dlfieulty of 
securing desirable stage attractions. The 
outcome is found in the fact that London 
swarms with actors seeking- engagements 
in America, 
. Thus American managers 
desiring the services of imported actors 
at cut rate .prices will, have no difficulty 
in- capturing all they want."

Helos to Whiten the Hands. 


It Is not ah-easy 'matter to have hands that are 


always soft and white and nails neatly trimmed and 
polished, especially for the housekeeper .who is obliged 
to do most of her own work. 
This woman, should 


apply cold cream nightly, particularly about the cuticle 
around the nails, to prevent hardening and drying and 
ultimately producing hangnails. • 


When washing the hands, one should never fail to 


press back gently the delicate selvage-like edge around 
the roots of the nails; by doing so the lunula or littla 
whitish* half tnoon at their bases lo brought into prom- 
inence. Sometimes the edge of the cuticle will have to, 
be cut a little with a nail scissors if it has become 
ragged. 
But do not' do this unless it is positively 


necessary, for if the cuticle Is pressed back while tho 
hands are .wet, it grows symmetrically and makes a 
delicate setting for the nails; if- the skin is left to 
grow around the nails, it leaves an unsightly ap- 
pearance. 


After applying the cold cream and massaging the 


hands -gently at night, you car. wear chamois gloves 
with the paste in them. 
An occasional sponging with 


peroxide of hydrogen also helps to whiten the skin. 


Those who have, the obnoxious habit of nibbling at 


their nails are advised to paint them with benzoin. 
Nails should never be cut, but filed off when perfectly . 
dry. 
Never clean your nails nor attonipt to push back 


the cuticle with metal. 
This has been repeated BO 


many times In newspapers and magazines and by at- 
tendants in beauty shops that one would think the 
•whole nail cleaning population would know It, and yet 
how many people we see using the blade of a pocket 
knife, the sharp end of a scissors or file, to. clean their 
hails; indeed, many women consider the sharp end 
of a hairpin quite the most useful implement for this 
work. 
The nail brush and orange wood stick are all • 


that should be u'sed in this connection. 
I keep a 


Email bottle of soap in which I dip my orange wood 
stick which has a little bit or absorbent cotton around 
its end, and always clean my nails and push back 
the cuticle with this.

-'I-am very hopeful ^it- will pas's 
both branches of; Congress, ana I am 
sure, In .any events that the commlsslbh

THE. VETOED BILLS. 


Since the passage of the Canadian 


reciprocity bill, various tariff m'eWs^ures 
have been. before Congress— the wool bill, 
so called; the farmers' free "list bill, and 
the cotton bill. , These bills provided for 
the removal, or a, great; redut'cion of. the, 
tariff, on. wool and- manufactures of. .wool, 
steel, sugar, manufactures, of cotton, -bur- 
laps, cotton sacks and many ...other com- 
modities.,.. This Action wag:; taken; by .the 
majority party in the House of Bepre- 
sentatlves, assisted by the- so-called , in- 
surgent Hepublicans, an,d by ; a , combina- 
tion of .ihsurgents.'andJ.Democrats' in .the 
Senate. Inofcatlons would seem to point 
to a long session beginning next Decem- 
ber, when the entire tariff question will 
be taken up. 
/By. reason o£ the. distance from Califor- 
nia r to bur Eastern raarkets^-.and-. the; ex- 
pensive transportation 6"f-o'tir-'prbd"ucts .by.; 
rail, compaied. with the 
cheap_ water 


transportation, to the Atlantic seaboard <Jf 
cheaper European products, our -state Is 
vitally fiijefested in any reyfsioH of the 
tariff.' The reduction^ or' removal of the 
duty on citrus tJruitsT ^aisins, currants, 
olives and" olive oil, wines, prunes, etc., 
Would work irreparable injury >to many 
of these .industries in-,,- California. ..-It is 
well .known -that .the. .-present. Payne- 
Aldrlch tariff protects nbout one hundred 
articles' produced in California, 
During 


the. extra session "lemons" was one of t s 
principal objects of attack by the Demo- 
crats and their .allies. Three attempts to 
place lemons on..the free .list by amend- 
ment to thei farmers' free list b'ill were 
,made in, the Senate . but were .defeated; 


;but the House of Representatives added 
•the provision to ^be . s'ent to conference. 
The Senate conferees .insisted that the 
House recede from. Its position regarding 
'this' product :and were successful. It is 
-pertinent, ; however, . to 'quote from .the 
statement made at that time by the Dem- 
ocratic leader in the House of Representa- 
tives, Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, who is 
chairman, of the -committee on ways and 
means, where all - tariff ' measures : are

As to lemons, put on by the House 


amendment, we refused to come . to 
an agreement on. free. lemons. 
The 


Senate, disagreed ,,to- our . amendment. 
We insisted that they should take It 
back to the. Senate for. another vote. 
They did take it back, and the Senate 
defeated ;tlie amendment., ;.Now, I .say. 
there: is no. more outrageous provision

and that the time has now come to take 
this perplexing question out of politics 
altogether. With that obaec in view, he 
fifppoined a tariff board composed bf 
practical men, as well as students of 
political economy 
This board -Kill be 


ready :...to- report ,on, most -of the .tariff 
schedules, next' December, and If it. is 
found that a given article 'is paying a 
•rate -. of duty which is too high, their 
recommendation will be given 'the' atten- 
tion and consideration- by-: Congress -which 
it merits. Our people, whether they live 
In the West or >the East or the North or 
the South, may, therefore, be sure that 
they will not. be left to the mercy of 
political expedient or party policy while 
yir Taft is President. I am sure the 
people of California do 'not want 'their 
products to carry a greater rate of duty 
•than the difference between' wages-' and 
transportation and a fair profit on pro-

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The University and the New Tax Law. 


State Controller Nye places President Wheeler of the State Uni- 


versity in the Ananias class. He gives the lie circumstantially and 
circumspectly, but none the less precisely. Moreover,,he courte- 
ously charges Dr. Wheeler with purposely or ignorantly misrepre- 
senting the amount of money the State University will receive under 
the new tax law. 


Recently President Wheeler complained that the university's 


revenue would be decreased under the new law. 
Controller Nye" 


Emphatically denies the statement, and gives figures to prove that 
he is right and Dr. Wheeler wrong. According to his computation, 
the State University will receive this year (under the new tax ar- 
rangement) about $5*0,000 more than it received last year from the 
ad valorem property tax, and he computes that by the year 1914-15 
the university's revenue from this source will have increased 31 per 
cent. He also submits a comparative table" .showing that California 
makes a more liberal provision for her university than 'does any 
•other State. 
, 
'- 
: 


The question at issue, of course, is not the correctness of the re- 


spective opinions of President Wheeler and Controller Nye, but of 
adequate provision for. the maintenance of the State University. 
Naturally Dr. Wheeler wants .all the money he can get, but as Mr. 
Nye says the university is only one of the State's many charges and 
that "the tax money., must be spent with a due regard for the abso- 
lute needs of each institution" if it is to go round. He says the uni- 
versity should not be stinted, but that it should riot make unreason- 
able or extravagant demands-. 


The position taken by the State Controller is unquestionably 


correct. His computations may be erroneous, but we see no reason 
to .doubt their accuracy. Assuming that they are: accurate, even 
approximately, it must be conceded .that the State University will 
be a gainer and not a sufferer under the new tax arrangement, .and,,!? 
as liberally provided for in the matter -of; Tunning- ^expenses as--cir- 
cumstances warrant. This is quite apart, however, from.'-extraordir, 
nary needs in the shape of new buildings. These 'will have ;to Be 
provided by private beneficence or special appropriation by the 
Legislature. 


Unless Controller Nye is in error the University of California 


has a larger income per capita of its student body of any State Uni- 
versity in the country, and'is as well endowed as any. But the point 
to be kept in mind is the proportion of the State's revenue that can 
be-judiciously expended on thV university. According to • the Con- 
troller the university receives -annually $1,060,125 from the State, 
and has an additional revenue from endowment'. and, other sources 
of;.$l,748,717, making a total of $2,808;717.' This'does not'look as if 
the State University is being starved. 


Every citizen should take a proper pride.in the State University, 


but there is reason in all things, and solicitude for the welfare of 
that institution should not obscure the needs of other public institu- 
tions nor go further than the demands of the occasion warrant. This 
is not a question of local favor, or of personal bias, but one affecting 
the general welfare and the interests of .every section and eyery 
State institution. President Wheeler's'loyalty and interest are cen- 
tered in the State University, which .is natural, but the Controller- 
represents the taxpayers of the whole .State, and incidentally it is 
his duty to bear,in mind the interests of every State institution that 
the burdens of taxation may not be made too heavy and the public 
revenues be not inequitably distributed or extravagantly expended. 


Ordinarily THE TRIBUNE would ' like to see the university 


given all the money that can be wisely expanded, but it is neither 
fair nor wise to give it more than its just proportion or be favored 
at the expense of other institutions.' As President Wheeler appears 
to be wrong in his estimate of the effect of the new tax law on the 
university's revenue there is no occasion to sound a note of alarm 
or to complain that the .university is not adequately p'rovided for.

But is not the work well worth 
doing? Municipalities and the public schools find it well worth do- 
ing—find that it not only contributes to the moral and, physical 
health of a community, but aids in building character and the growth, 
of;an elevated civic spirit.- The lecture hall and reading room sup- 
ply mental cravings and cultivate' a taste for clean literature and 
sound thinking.

Why not carry the scheme further, and train the body and- the 


taste for sport*and recreation? It would help the churches immense- 
ly ".to retain their hold on Jthe masses. It would make each "one a 
center of loyalty and sympathy for the young, and insensibly this 
loyalty and sympathy would extend to the purely activities of the 
church. The young people attached to a church by such bonds 
would take a personal-interest in the success of all its undertakings, 
and in the general effort to promote religious thought and feeling 
and assist in teaching the lessons of reverence, sobriety, continence 
and clean living in accordance with the word of God.

anarchist." He has accordingly had Friend W. Richardson, editor 
of the Gazette,'arrested for criminal libel.

Lewis is a resident of Oakland and went to Berketey-to call the 


Mayor of that city to account for failing to perform his official duties 
to the satisfaction- of Lewis and William D. Haywood, whb achieved 
a dubious notoriety in connection with dynamite outrages in Colo- 
rado and Idaho. He is the same Haywood who figured as a de- 
fendant in the sensational,fcria.1 in Idaho growing out of the murder 
of former.Governor Frank Steunenburg. Haywood resides in Oak- 
land, but went to Berkeley to denounce Mayor Wilson for refus- 
ing to run his office in, accordance with the wishes of Socialist agi- 
tators like Lewis and Haywood.

Whether Lewis is an atheist or not'we do not know, but we do 


know that he had no Business in Berkeleyitrying to interfere in the, 
domestic affairs of that.city. -He and Haywood were intruders and 
disturbers. 
They injected, themselves into the administration of 


public affairs in Berkeley -without justification anal did so in a vio-, 
lent and, offensive" manner; Their -conduct deserved .the severest 
reprobation, but was In .fact treated -very mildly by the Berkeley 
newspapers. 


Lewis is now. trying tp. revenge himself on the Gazette for ap- 


proving the official-course. of Mayor'Wilson, and is endeavoring, 
to use the machinery- of the law to suppress the free speech ; which 
he professes to hold in such high- regard. He is in favor of the kind 
of free speech that violates decency and the rules of public, order, 
but,, is opp'osed to thVkind that rebukes demagogic agitators and 
disturbers who are striving^ to pull down the social fabric and de- 
stroy the fundamentals'of-orderly civilization'. The uses for which 
Marks employed the law is known to every reader of Uncle Tom's 
Cabin. Lewis looks at the law in the same light that Marks did. 
His methods have made him a pest in the courts of this county and 
his persistent attempts to stir up disorder -and provoke demonstra- 
tions against ordinances designed to preserve order and prevent' dis- 
turbance have caused him to be regarded by the mass of people as 
3? "chronic nuisance. He pretends to think the law should send the 
editor of the Berkeley Gazette to prison for^ calling him an atheist. 
If the rule he has the hardihood to invoke were applied against him- 
self he.would languish in jail for the remainder of his days. Had he 
kept out of Berkeley and minded his business'he would not have had- 
his Whitechapel sensibilities wounded. His errand in Berkeley was 
an impudent one and his company malodorous.

aggerated, IB, nevertheless, viewed at its 
woi;st—It may bo materially improved; in 
consequence of 'the rainfall and the mod- 
eration of temperature of the last week. 


A government, crop report, like a rail- 


road time-table. Is always subject .to 
change.

Reliable reports from everywhere, par- 


ticularly from the, fertile fields of Penn- 
sylvania, :New- York and Ohio, indicate 
the extent to which the long periods of 
drought and Intense heat have Inter- 
fered with the .productivity of tho Boll. 


In order, .however, to .determine the 


general effect of a heavy-decrease in the 
crop, yield. It Is necessary to measure 
the grain and other products after they 
are.actually harvested. 
. ' .- " 


Favorable conditions in certain impor- 


tant agricultural areas, recent rains and 
less Intense heat in the stricken terri- 
tory and a natural increase In the acre- 
age planted this year—all these things, 
it may be found, will tend to lessen tha 
seriousness of the shortage revealed by 
the government report. 


It may be pointed Out, too, that the tre- 


mendous yields of the last .three years 
especially exceeded predictions and wew 
in.truth "bumper crops." 


A decline In the yield will tend to In- 


crease the attention given to agriculture 
in this' country. 


It -will teach the value of taking car* 


of the fields .and 
of providing means 


which. In^ future, may be employed to 
check the losing effects of drought and 
heat.

It will aid Intensive, scientific farming 


and make the country more Independent 
of natural conditions, as they may be 
from year to year.

MAKES VIGOROUS COMPLAINT. 


BERLIN, 
Aug. 26.:—Far-reaching 


experiments . are being made In 
the 


German army in teaching the • sol- 
diers both practical and theoretical 
farming during their service In the 
ranks. 'Many of the soldiers; even' 
those from the cities, become so in- 
terested that when they have finished 
their term 'they take advantage of a 
law passed some years ago, by which 
they are enabled to purchase 
small 
plots of land by the payment In ready 
money of a quarter of its value. 
In 
this way it is hoped to stem the rush 
of people from the agricultural .dis- 
tricts to the cities, which has caused 
so much anxiety to the authorities of 
recent years. 


The Prussian State Itself sells muott 


of Its reclaimed moor lands in this 
manner In plots ranging from half an, 
acre to twenty-five acres. It charges 
interest at the rate of only 8% per 
cent, on three-quarters of the pur-' 
chase money, and also advances money 
for the erection of houses and barns. 
The tenant may pay off as much aa 
he likes every year, and slter a cer- 
tain number of years the property be- 
comes his own. 
In some Instances 
larger 
plots 
of land are acquired 


from private owners by the State and 
Jald out In contiguous small farms, 
•which are sold In a similar manner to 
farm laborers. 
These, by a system 


of co-operative working, are enabled 
to 
cultivate 
their land at. a much 


cheaper rate than if they were work- 
ing alone. 
The idea of the gradual 


purchase system-Is spreading rapidly 
through 
the 
government's 
efforts, 
and 
many 
rural 
districts, hith- 


erto sparsely populated and jpoorly 
cultivated, are becoming thriving ag- 
ricultural centers. 
The government 


has appointed 150 commissioners to 
assist in the purchase of real estate 
by ex-soldiers and thrifty workers.

be printed. This morning, I am -pleased- 
to say, the .amendments will be printed? 
unless 
some , other, obstacle shall 
be 


created (and of course tho people cannot 
obtain 'direct legislation1 without all sorts 
of opposition) the' printing of the amend- 
ments will go forward as tho • law .re- 
quires.

CLERICAL MISTAKE 


BERKELEY. 
Aug. 26.—In checking up 


his recent estimate of the money: neces- 
sary to carry on the work of the local 
schools for 'the coming year, Superintend- 
ent F. P. Bunker discovered a clerical 
error, which reduces "his original figures 
in regard to salaries of principals and 
teachers in grammar schools to .the ex- 
tent of 515.000. 


This means that it will require just 


that much less in tho local tax levy, to 
meet .school expenses. The teachers' pay- 
roll, including janitor service, etc., last 
year'amounted 10 $222,024.18 in the gram- 
mar schools, while this year's estimate is 
5229,040. 


Last year tha maintenance expense 


for-.the grammar schools was 535,484.59. 
This- year tha estimate is $30,000.31. 


The- grand total expenses of grammar 


schools for 1911-12 are estimated at $259,- 
040.31, while the estimated income out- 
s'do of local tax is as follows: From the 
Etate,, $76,833.37; county, $89,318.25; .mis- 
cellaneous sources, 53481.93; balance on 
hand-July 1, 1911, 50927.16; total $176,- 
560.71. 


The. 
sum of ?82,479.60 will have to be 


met by local tax. Last year there was a 
balance in the treasury of about $20,000, 
but that amount has :been practically, used 
'jp to. meet necessary expenses.

"We feel we have a place of wonder- 


ful possibilities Caere, with a great nat- 
ural harbor and unrivaled sites for man- 
ufactories, and believe, with the get-tof 
gether spirit which we now have, thafc, 
there Is nothing we cannot hope for. 
There was a time,: when we were hardly 
conscious of our possibilities and failed 
to make the most of opportunities.' That 
time Is past. 
Wa are wide awake and 


on the Job every minutes when it comes 
to working for civio development.
